Mr. Mellon Asks Broad Powers. 
Mr. Mellon was accompanied before 
the committee by Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury Elliot Wadsworth, who 
is in charge of foreign loans. Mr. Mel- 
lon and Mr. Wadsworth went over the 
ground as they did ~efore the 
senate, finance committee several 
months ago. Mr. Mellon set forth the 
reagons why it is desired that the treas- 
ury shall have broad authority to deal 
with the settlement of the obligations 
of foreign nations. 

In reply to a question by Mr. Frear, 
Mr. Mellon indicated that there would 
be no objection to limitation relative 
to acceptances of German and Austrian 
securities. Mr. Mellon said that he did 
not believe that any secretary of the 
treasury would care to assume respon- 
sibility for acceptance of such securl- 
ties.

Mr, Frear asked Mr. Mellon as to the 

truth of reports that the question of 

. foreign loans might be discussed during 
the disarmament conference. Mr. Mel- 
lon said there was no foundation for 
such reports.

U.S. Bankers Applaud 
Civilization Bonds. 


BY EDWARD J. DOHERTY. 


Los Angeles, Cal., Oct. 6.—rs 
—An audience that 


filled the big Phil- 
harmonic auditorium, an audience of 
bankers frdm all over the country 
warmly applauded today the address of 
Sir D. Drummond F of Great 
Britain, who explained the system for 
the development of international cred- 
its known as the “Ter Meulen Bond 
Scheme.” 

The scheme, named after the Am- 
sterdam banker, who spent two years 
working out the details, was adopted 
by the Brussels conference a year 


ago, and by the council of the league 
of nations. 


Offers Pian of Credits. 


The Ter Meulen scheme will melt 


“ The scheme,” he said, “is to enable 
war stricken nations, who possess ap- 
proved nationa) securities, to finance 
essential imports—i. e., which 
Stimulate the productivity of the coun- 
try—by giving them power, through 
the bond, to command the confidence 
which will attract the necessary credit. 
’ “ The scheme proposes the formation 
of an international organization on the 
one hand, that will protect the auton- 
omy of the borrowing coun » and 
on the other hand will offer adequate 
security for lenders. : 

First Step to Take. 

“ The first step is for the government 
of a war stricken country to apply for 
the issue of bonds. It would notify 
what specific assets it f& prepared to 
pledge as a security for the commer- 
cial credits to be granted by the ex- 
porting countries. The securities re- 
quired are such as yield a regular, and 
if possible a weekly, fortnightly, or 
monthly revenue, such as revenues 
customs duties, state monopolies, 
etc. 

These assets will be made good by 
the borrowing country, or, in cases of 
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necessity, by the international commis- 
sion, or by a specially appointed sub- 
committee, on which the borrowing 
country may be represented.”

He 
said the question was whether to have 
“any such banks at all” rather than 
a question of their extension. He said 
the losses to depositors through bank 
failures are “less than 1-200 of 1 per 
cent of their deposits.” \

consumption. The washed spoons in the 


institutions investigated had no tubercle 
bacilli on them. 

In two institutions the dishes are 
washed with Hot water and live steam. 
In a third the dishes are washed in hot 
water but there is plenty of it and it 
is hot enough. 


Making dishes sterile so far as con- 
sumption is concerned its not a difficult 
matter if there is steam or plenty of 
hot water and it is properly used. 
Confirmatory of the need of thorough 
washing and sterilization of dishes and 
other eating utensils are some findings of» 
Surgeon General J. G. Cummings in con- 
nection with measles. 

For soldiers the death rate of measles 
is due not to the original disease but to 
the bacteria which are engrafted on the 
original cause. Soldiers would get 
through measles very well if it were not 
for the streptococci which take the oc- 
casion of the measles attack to get in 
a body blow... 

In olden times they called it taking 
cold. 

_“ You must be careful not to catch cold 
while ‘you have the measles,” was the 
way our fathers phrased it. 

Cummings says about the same thing, 
but he adds: “ We catch cold ‘not from 
drafts, but from infected eating utensils 
and polluted hands.” Therefore he in- 
sists that all sick persons and especially

Gary, Ind., Oct. 2.—I was interested in 
your editorial of Sth, “ Who Will 
‘Win the Railroad Strike?’ Now, the con- 
dition is one which the Average layman
